QUESTION OF VETO RIGHT 


Senate May Modify Lan- 


guage of Protocol Later 


by Brief-Amendment 
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Washington—There is comfort 
for 


both sides of the world court controv- 
ersy in the senate vote of 30 to 10 
against withdrawing 
the 
overtures 


made by the United States to join the 
.-world court. The opponents of the 
court regarded the ibsuc as dead be- 
cause Great Britain and other powers 
have declined to accept .the Ameri- 
can reservations. The friends of the 
court are delighted that the senate did 
not rescind its action but left the mat- 
ter open for further action by the 
powers. 


Thus the United-States stands ready 


still to enter the world court if the 
other governments care to construe 
the American ^reservations as helpful 
instead of destructive. It all depends 
on the spirit of American diplomacy. 
Though the United States would be 
able under one reservation to veto, a 
request by the league for an advsiory 
opinion from the court in any matter 
in which the United Stales has an in- 
terest, there is also the possibility that 
the United States might not object to 
the preparation of such an opinion. 
Just now the foreign 
governments 


think no government should have a 
veto power of this kind. But the Uni- 
ted States senate'changes from time 
to time and the next, few years may 
s««j the pendulum swine: toward 'clos- 
er cooperation with the rest of, the 
world. The hope of the friends of the 
court is that a change of sentiment 
will erne some day and that when the 
llros of the present controversy have 
died down it will be a simple matter 
to get a brief amendment adopted .by 
the senate modifying the language of 
the present protocol proposing Ameri- 
can adherence. 


DEIwWS ACTION 


President Coohdge for reasons of his 


own has not cared to revive the con- 
troversy at this time, especially during 
a short session of congress when many 
important pieces of domestic legisla- 
tion would be imperilled by prolonged 
debate. 
Even the champions of the 


world court are not, disposed at this 
time to press the issue. They feel that 
foreign governments in time will come 
to understand the American reserva- 
tions and that at the meeting of the 
league of nations assembly in Geneva 
next September some 'debate on the 
question may develop which will ulti- 
mately affect the opinion of the pow- 
ers. The chances 
of 
modifications, 


however, are at the moment consider- 
ed slight, for countries like 
Canada 


have been strongest in their opposition 
to the reservations oC the Anlericari 
senate and the implication is that a 
veto power by the United States on 
questions in this hemisphere which >s 
not possessed by Canada would not sit 
welt with Canadian public opinion. 


For practical purposes the omission 


of the United States from the world 
court means nothing as the court is 
functioning with the support of nearly 
fiffity governments. The United States 
even if a member of the court would 
not be able to submit a. dispute for set- 
tlement without the consent of two- 
thirds of Iho senate anyhow. Nor arc 
the opinions rendered now by 
the 


court binding on the United States, 
though they in time will have their in- 
fluence before arbitration tribunals as 
having the merit of modern interna- 
tional law.
